The proposed amendment, filed on April 12, 2004 as Paper No. 26, introduces several new limitations into the specification in response to 
an objection set forth by the examiner in the final rejection, mailed on Feb. 1 1 , 2004 as Paper No. 25. Specifically, the examiner objected 
to the specification has not providing antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. The examiner suggested making an "appropriate 
amendment to the specification." However, the proposed amendment introduces matter into the specification that does not seem to be 
supported by those portions of the specification where the limitations were introduced. The applicant also has not pointed out how these 
or other portions of the specification specifically support the matter introduced. Therefore, the proposed amendment raises issues of new 
matter that would require further consideration. 

In addition to the new matter issues above, the proposed amendment also introduces new limitations into the claims that have not been 
previously set forth and/or considered and that were require further search and consideration. 
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
